that to ſuch who were furniſhed with more 
Learning, and invited by a ſtrong natural 
Propenſity thereunto. 

Civil Law was then propoſed as a gen- 
reel ſort of Study , but when I conſide- 
red into how few hands the Gains of that 
Profeſſion falls, and how few Offices of 
Preferment there are, I laid aſide al] 
thoughts of that Learning , though moſt 
hozourable of any next to Divinity. 

My Neighbour ſpake well and largely 
of Divinity ; and ſuch was the honeſty and 
clearneſs of his humour , that he frankly 
told me, that I, not favouring Epiſcopacy 
much, would hardly encourage a4 Son to 
be a Divine : I was not angry with his »»- 
d:/iening plainneſs, but grievouſly afflicted 
not to be more truly known to him; and. 
with ſome kind of trouble in ſpirit I made 
him my Confeſlour. I told him, 

That it did pleaſe God out of a fenſe 
of humane infirmity, I was naturally of 
a diſpoſition prone to great Piry and Com- 
paſſion to ſuch as were poor, moſt of all to 
ſuch as I ſaw honeſt in their morals, and, 
as I thought, ſincere in Religion. And 
that once ( out of Curiofiry ) I went to a

confeſs, willingly, being a Member of
